CHARGES. 


Resolution. Concerning Alleged Cor- 
rupticn in Conduct of War. 
Washington, December 8.—Senator Vest 
today introduced in the senate a resolution 
providing for the appointment of a joint 
commission to investigate the charges of 
corruption in the conduct of the war with 

Spain. 

The preamble to the resolution recites 
that ‘‘charges have been made in the pub- 
lic press over the signature of responsible 
parties that improper and corrupt means 
have been used to secure contracts from the 
government for the purpose of vessels for 
the navy and for the furnishing of clothing 
and other necessary articles for the army 
of the United States during the war with 
Spain at excessive and exorbitant rates.’ 

The resolution calls for the appointment 
of three senators and five members of the 
house, and imposes upon them the du of 
“inquiring into the truth of all such charges 
and make report by bill or otherwise.’’ 

‘ihe senators are to be appointed by the 
president of the senate and the members of 
the house by the speaker of the house.

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MILES WILL PUSH HIS BILL.

General Expects To Appear Before the 
House Military Committee. 

Washington, December 8.—General Miles 
expects to appear before the house military 
committee in a few days to set out per- 
sonally the reasons why he thinks his army 
bill should be passed. 

The most urgent is the fact that immedi- 
ately upon the formal announcement of the 
peace between the United States and Spain, 
the United States army may be suddenly re- 
duced almost a third, and at a time when 
the need for troops for:garrison purposes 
is still pressing. This statement does not 
apply to volunteer troops. As gsated by the 
president’s message, those having enlisted 
for the war must al] be discharged. 

But when the war depurtment, acting un- 


der the authority conferred by congress at 
the last session, sought to recruit the regu- 
lar army to a war footing to stimulate en- 
listments, it pledged itself in a formal or- 
der to discharge upon his own application 
any recruit who wishes to leave the ser- 
vice upon the econclusion of peace, al- 
though the nominal term of enlistment was 
for three years. General Miles will refer to 
the present prospect of a conclusion of the 
negotiations at Paris and the signature of 
the treaty of peace as an evidence of the ne- 
cessity for speedy action. 

He will also urge that provision be made 
for the fortification of Manila. 


VEST PRESENTS A NEW BILL.

Washington, December 8&.—Senator Vest

NQ FIGHT AGAINST MEASURE 


Urgent Deficiency Bill Passes the House 
with No Opposition Hardly 


REPUBLICANS APPREHENDED TROUBLE

Washington, December §8.—(Special.)— 
Livingston and Fieming both made a plea 
for the voiuntecr soldiers in the house to- 


day when the urgent deficiency bill to 
provide for the support of the military and 
naval establishments was under considera- 
tion. 

The bill as presented was passed without 
practically any opposition. 

A deciced fear had existed that the 

bill mighk. open a prolonged debate 
upon the coniuct of the war. 


But the democratic leaders decided that 
such a debate would properly come later 
upon the regular appropriation bil!s or upon 
the bill for the reorganization of the army. 
There was not a word of criticism of the 
war during the debate. 

The only points upon which an issue 

Was rais@l was as to whether the bill 
providing as it did for the pay of the 
volunteers until July 1, 18, might not 
be considered as a modification of the 
law under which the volunteers were 
mustered into service. 

Mr. McRae, of Arkansas offered an 
amendment providing that it should not be 
80 considered, and was a 
general diseussion as to the advisability of 
mustering the before the 
regular army was incrensed. 

McRae Wins His Point. 

Mr. Cannon finally accepted the McRae 
amendment, and that removed the 
Shadow of opposition to the bill. A num- 
ber of amendments wer 
recommendation of the appropriations com- 
mittee? which received some supplemental 
estimates after the biil was prepared. The 
largest of these was an item of £3.000.000 
for an emergency fund for the 
ment and $5,708,000 for the ordnance depart- 
ment, inereasing the amount carried by the 
bill to $69, 

When the bill was 
Underwood, of Alabama. interrogated Mr. 
Cannon, the chairman of the appropriations 
committee, with a view to securing a state- 
ment as to the disposition to be made of 
the volunteer army. Mr. Cannon said the 
treaty of peace had not been ratified. It 
might be ratified in January; it might not 
be ratified for months: no one could tell 
what was in front of us. We must deal 
with a situation. The volunteer army might 
be mustered out and its place taken by the 
regular army. That was a matter for the 
future to decide, but he felt-confident that 
the treasury would be rich enough and con- 
gress wise enough to meet any emergency. 

Mr. Sayers, democrat, of Texas. the rank- 
ing minority member of the appropriations 
committee, gave his unqualified indorsement 
to the bill.

Livingston Was Cautious. 


Mr. Livingston, in supporting the bill, 
expressed the opinion that the law under 
which the volunteers were mustered 
into service was subject to double con- 
struction as to the time when they 
should be mustered out.

s00Nn as hostilities ceased, and since hostili- 
ties had ceased there had been a daily aver- 
age of 500 applicants for discharge. He 
Was opposed to keeping men in the field 
who volunteered for patriotic purposes. He, 
as well as his colleagues, received letters 
every day urging their discharge. It an 
increase in the regular army was found to 
be necessary, he stood ready to vpte for it.

VEST CALLS HALT ON PENSIONS. 


. Missour1a?i Declares Bills Go Through 


with Too Much Ease. 
Washington, December 8.-—-At the opening 
of today’s session of the senate it was 
decided that the adjournment today be un- 
tit Monday nexi. It was alro determined to 
give one hour of today’s session to the 


consideration of pension bills. 
In connection with the consideration of 


bills on the pension calendar, Mr. Vest, of 


Missouri, said: 
I do not want to be captious about 
this pension business, and do not want 
to set myself up as a reformer, but 
this thing of passing a lot of pension 
bills simply by the reading of the 
titles, and when a quorum of the senate 
is not present, has got to be stopped. 

After further referring to the methods by 
which pension bills are passed by the 
senate, Mr. Vest said: 

“Men of the south have sit here and 
permitted these bills to be passed, having 
some delicacy about entering objections to 
the course of procedure. Recent events 
have obliterated sectionalism, and we are 
once more united, and are one country and 
one treasury. We can, therefore, come 
here and object to this .spoilation, and Il 
use the word advisedly without fear of 
having our motives impugned or our words 
misconstrued. We are paying out in round 
figures $141,000,000 annually for pensions, 
and it is our duty to find out why it is that, 
thirty-three years after the close of the 
civil war, this thing of pension claims 
shows so enormous a sum. I have been 
criticised by some of my people because [| 
have not taken a more determined stand on 
this pension question. J want, however, to 
pay munificently and liberally in pensions, 
1 regard such payment as a sacred duty, 
but I do object to the passage of these bills 
without proper consideration, and with the 
Same restrictions that are hedged about 
other measures.’’ . 

Mr. Gallinger, of New Hampshire, as 
chairman of the pension committee, agreed 
with Mr. Vest in his desire to have the 
pension bills carefully considered. He 
thought a quorum of the senate ought to 
be in attendance when the pension calendar 
was considered. 

During the consideration of bills on the 
pension calendar, Mr. Caffery, of Louis- 
jana, introduced this resolution: 

“That it is the sense of the senate of the

London, December 8.—Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, secretary of state for the 
colonies, speaking at Wakefield, Yorksliire. 
tonight, fully discussed home and foreign 
affairs and the government’s ‘policy in 
Lgypt, which, he said, depended entirely 
upon the possibility of reaching an under- 
Standing with Franee, 
impossible ag long as the French pursue 
a policy of exasperation.”’

the far east, he said that while hitherto | 


the endeavors to reach an agreement had 
friled, he believed an agreement with Rus- 
sia was necessary unless very serious com- 
riicationg were to be eneountered. There 
were, the continued, no insurmountable Ob- 
Stacles to an agreement. On the contrary, 
it was quite possible to conciliate the rea- 
sonable ambition of Russia with the fixed 
policy of Great Britain to maintain equal 
opportunities of trade for all nations, 

‘IT am most sanguine of arriving at.a 
settlement,’’ said Mr. Chamberlain, ‘‘be- 
cause it is not for our interest alone. The 
objects we have in view are shared also by 
the United States, Germany and Japan, 
all of which have identical interests. I 
dare say, you ‘have observed the very preg- 
nant passage in the recent message of 
President MeKinley to the United States 
congress, the passage referring to the very 
important interests of America in the east, 
in which he declares that these interests 
should be prejudiced by .exclusive treat- 
ment. This is.a very noteworthy passage,- 
and without being a prophet, I think I 
shall not be too sanguine if I say that in 
the future we e6hall not stand alone as 
guardians of the ‘open door.’ ”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain then _ referred to the 
charge of inconsistency brought against 
him in boasting of Great Britain's ‘‘splendid 
isolation’’ and then touting for alliances. 
He said: 

“When I referred to isolation I 
the isolation of the Britjsh empire 
prising the United Kingdom and our chil- 
dren over the seas who are well able to 
defend their own possessions and their own 
exclusive interests against all attack, but 
surely it is not unreasonable to seek an 
alliance and to expect co-operation where 
the interests involved are those of others 
as well as ourselves. 

“In the case of Germany, 
certained by a friendly and 
change of opinion that there are many in- 
terests regarding which we can assist one 
another. I think I may hope that in the 
future the two nations—the greatest val 
and the greatest military power—Will 
come more frequently together, and that 
our joint influence will be used 
in behalf of peace and of un- 
restricted trade. But if I congratulate you 
on the developments of good feeling he- 
tween us and a great continental staie, 
still more do I rejoice at the growth of 
friendly relations between ourselves and 
our colonies and between ourselves and the 
United States. Already the United States, 
if regarded from the standpoint of po- 
tential resources, is the greatest of civilized 
states—with its immense population of in- 
telligent citizens, chiefly Anglo-Saxon; and 
if we are assured of the Anglo-Saxon race, 
whether it abided under the stars.or stripes 
or the union jack, there is no other com- 
bination that can make us afraid.” 

Referring to a personal allusion of “his 
setting a good example in forwarding the 
hoped-for alliance with the United States 
by marrying an American,” he said: 

“So many Englishmen are following the 
example that I think it quite possible the 
alliance may be accomplished without the 
interference of governments.” (Laughter.)

This Morping, 


WALLER RIDING NEXT TO HIM 


Pierce, Albert, Stevens, Gimm and 
Aronson Follow in Order Namei. 


RIDERS FALLING ASLEEP ON THEIR WHEELS 


| Contestants Have Changed Places a 


Number of Times—Miller Dropped 
to Third Place for Awhile. 


New York, December 9—2 a. m.—At this 
hour the scores of the fifteen leaders in the 
six-day bicycle race at the garden, are as 
follows: 

Miller 1,473, Waller 1,470,- Pierce 1,460, A)- 
bert 1,425, Stevens 1,355, Gimm 1,341, Aronson

The erratic ‘‘Dutchman,’’ Waller, was the 
leader in the race at the garden, at 7 
oclock Thursday. Waller took the front 
place shortly after-2 o'clock, from Miller, 
and passed the 1,200 mile mark at a few 
minutes after 4:30. At 3 o'clock Miller was 
third in the race, Pierce having rushed by 
him. At 7 o’clock Pierce was still getting 
away from Miller, and gaining on Waller, 
while the latter slept. At 8 o’clock Pierce 
Was once more at the top of the string. At 
that time he appeared fresh. 

Albert climbed away up the 
at 4 o’clock, going to second place. Shorily 
before 6 o’clock.he left the track and Jost 
some of his advantage. 

Waller dozed for a moment about 4 
o'clock, awoke with a start, wobbled and 
grabbed Frederick, who was riding at his 
side. ‘Both fell in.a heap and their wheels 
were broken. 

“Teddy” Hale fell asleep and dropped 
from his wheel. He lay for a2 moment, 
and then awoke with a start. Jumping 
up, he rubbed his eyes and remounted. 

At 3 o'clock Pierce was thirty-seven miles 
behind the best records made by ‘Miller last 
year. 

Teddy Hale left the track about 9 o'clock. 
It was said that Hale was disheartened 
and was reluctunt about going on the 
track again. He then had 1,157 miles to 
his credit. He was finally induced tv 
make another effort. Plasters 
on the Irishman's hands, and he 
mounted, riding after the others at a good 
pace.

He has been a student of social 
and civil conditions as wel] as of military 
necessities, and knows precisely what he 
would do if invested with the authority. 

General Greene will be governor of the 
city of Havana. He has already virtually 
taken hold, as he is having some of the 
Streets cleaned and is devising measures 
for the sanitation and policing of the city. 
Senor Fernande de Castro, the Spanish 
sovernor, is accepting General 
Greene’s suggestions and aiding imwthe pre- 
liminary measure@ to be adopted. The 
proclamation. of Marquis de Esteban, the 
alceade of Havana, issued on the advice of 
General Greene, with regard to throwing 
refuse into the streets, is commented on 
favorably by the Havana press. 

The preparation for a change of flags is 
thus being brought about by degrees, and 
the tramsition will not be abrupt. Al- 
ready the evacuation of the provinces of 
Havayga is complete except for the troops 
stationed in the eity. Of these there are 
12,000.

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Some Interesting Sideves. 

We invite the attention of the tax- 
payers of Georgia to some interesting 
figures compiled from the reporc of the 
state school commissioner for 1897. 
‘Those who are in favor of reducing the 
excessive appropriations made by former 
legislatures are met by the inquiry, “Do 
you want to throw obstacles in the way 
of those who are seeking an education?” 
In point of fact, we desire to take away 
some of the obstacles. In 1897, when 
the total receipts for school purposes 
amounted to about $1,000,000, about 
ONE-TENTH “%f that amount was ex- 
pended before a pupil was reached or 
benefited. The state not only provided 
this sum for educational purposes, but 
expended 10 per cent of the amount to 
have the fund administered. In other 
words, the state was compelled to pay 
the counties for taking charge of the 
school fund and expending it. 

The fact that we do not exaggerate 
will be shown by the figures presented 
in the report of the state school com- 
missioner. In the first place, the state 
is not compelled to pay the SALARIES 
OF THE COUNTY SCHOOL COMMIS- 
SIONERS out of the fund set apart for 
educating the people. This “obstacle 
in the way of public education’ amounts 
to the solid and respectable sum of 
$58,041.35. In order that there may be no 
mistake in the matter of administering 
the schoo] fund, another lump of $9,475.64 
is diverted to encourage the members 
of the county boards of education. That 
everything may proceed methodically, 
another lump sum of 811,747.12 is taken 
out of the fund to pay postage, printing 
and “INCIDENTALS.” We venture to 
say that “Incidentals” ig the aptest pu- 
pil to be found in the state, and requires 
more than $1.80 to keep his information 
basket full. To this must be added 
22,507.22 for the purchase of supplies 
by the state. 

We perceive, therefore, that in order 
to have the school fund distributed the 
State must expend 10 per cent of the 
whole amount. The state makes a gift 
of a certain sum to a certain county - 
to Fulton, let us say—and then has to 
pay Fulton for accepting and distribut- 
ing it in her own interest. Now. this is 
an outrage, as any taxpayer will ac- 
knowledge. The school fund is raised 
for school purposes, and every dollar 
expended for any other purpose is an 
imposition on the taxpavers. 

Why should the taxpavers raise a 
fund for educational purposes and then 
pay the counties nearly $100,000 to dis- 
tribute it? Have the counties them- 
selves been so far swallowed up and 
obliterated as to their interior arrange- 
ments that they are unable to provide 
for applying the school fund as they re- 
ceive it? Are the people to be taxed for 
purposes of education, knowing that 
10 per cent of the amount raised is to 
be diverted and paid out for other ob- 
jects? 

The Constitution is of the opinion 
that every county should be required by 
law to handle its portion of the public 
school fund without expense to the state, 
though still under the auspices of the 
state school commissioner. The coun- 
ties should be required to pay their 
own school commissionerg and boards 
of education if they cannot find men to 
serve without salarv, and thus enable 
the state to devote the whole fund raised 
by taxation to educating its children. 

This is a matter of very grave impor- 
tance at this time, when it is proposed 
that another raid be made on the tax- 
payers of the state. We hear on every 
hand that “the farmers would be better 
off if they were more economical,’ and 
we judge that the time has arrived when 
every man may be his own Solomon. 
But The Constitution is of the opinon 
that the farmers, as well as all the tax- 
payers, would be better off if the law 
made a more rigid inspection in regard 
to expenditures of appropriations as 
large and as important as the school 
fund. The farmers would be infinitely 
better off if taxation was reduced in 
proportion as their ability to pay taxes 
has been reduced. 

When we sée legislators rallying the 
representatives of some of the counties 
around a proposition to increase the 
rate of taxation because these counties 
receive out of the treasury more than 
they pay in, we can but feel that ther 


' ovally 
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| are arranging for themselves a most 


effective petard which will hoist them 
in due time. For the taxpayers in 
these counties are less able to pay than 
those in the more prosperous counttes, 
and only the smallest numter smell a 
dollar. of the money that is x eturned to 
the counties. 


In presenting these facts and figures, 


The Constitution ig addres<ing the en- 
lightened public sentiment of the state 
and is not engaged in spcaking to the 
prejudices of any man or any interest. 
It thinks that the welfare of the whole 
state demands not only a reduction of 
expenses, but a rigid expenditure of 
ail money entrusted to public officials. 
This we conceive to be the duty of every 
public journal in times like these, when 
even men who seem to be well-off in this 
world’s goods find it a difficult matter 
to make both ends meet. We think 
the tax rate of the state should be 
promptly adjusted to the ability of the 
people to pay. 
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Governor Candler’s Pledge. 

If there is any one question more 
conclusively settled than another, it is 
that the one single. unvarying pledge of 
Governor Candler to the voters of Geor- 
gia was that the tax rate should not be 
increased. 

When the people assembled to vote 
upon the selection of a candidate for the 
governorship they did so with the full 
knowledge of the position of Colonel 
Candler, who declared that while he 
would favor as liberal appropriations as 
the state could afford to pay, yet he de- 
clined to go to the limit of bankrupting 
the state, declaring emphatically and 
strongly that the solvency of the state 
forms the very groundwork upon which 
all of its institutions should rest. It was 
with the issue thus clearly and unequiv- 
drawn that the people decided 
upon their choice, and that almost one 
hundred of the one hundred and thirty- 
seven counties of the state voted for 

Colonel Candler. 

What was the issue upon which these 
candidates were making pledges? It was 
that of taxation. The people of Geor- 
gia have watched their tax rate climb 
while their property values dropped in 
the same ratio. Lands became unsal- 
able, their products did not bring the 
value of the labor expended upon tnem, 
and the failure of farmers to make 
money cut off the customers upon whom 
the towns depended for business, ana 
thus there were, in time, wrapped up in 
the same general gloom the bank pres- 
ident, the manufacturing director, the 
merchant prince, the village grocer, the 
land owner and the tenant who clung to 
the land owner for a support which the 
work of his hands had not earned, With 
this constant growth of demand from: 
tie state and of deficiency in earning, 
the people had reached a condition of 
desperation when, in the spring of 1898, 
it was announced to them that their 
tax rate for the vear then on them would 
reach the enormous figure of 6.21 per 
thousand. 

Here was presented a highway demand 
that men whose pockets were depleted, 
whose property hung like an incubus 
about their necks, should stand and 
deliver an amount of taxes which they 
had not earned. They were faced bv a 
eondition which called upon them for an 
exercise of action. There was but one 
recourse, and that was not only to stop 
expenses where they were, but to reduce 
then, for there existed no reason in the 
world why the business of state should 
prove most expensive when its citizens 
were least able to meet it. Through 
all of the demagoguery which sought 
to cloud the issue, through all of the ap- 
peals for special interests which were 
intended to trap votes, Colonel Candler 
walked with steady aim and declared 
that the tax rate should be reduced. 

Upon the assembling of the legislature 
that boay was met by a showing from 
the state treasurer that with the present 
appropriations continued, the state 
would not be abie to meet them, and 
that the tax rate of 6.21 in #898 would be 
increased to 6.94 in 1899. ‘Here was a 
legislature elected upon a platform of 
tax reduction, challenged by certain of 
iis members to violate the demands of 
the people for such reduction, and to 
commit a legislative outrage bv increas- 
ing the rate which they had promised 
to diminish. In every state of the south 
the rate is lower than that ¢f Georgia, 
Save in the state of Mississippi, and there 
it is higher this year because of the 
imposed tax for levee work which has 
been made necessary. But for the ap- 
propriations maintained, even Mississip- 
pi will lag in the rear of Georgia within 
another year, and we will have the un- 
pleasant distinction of paying the heav- 
iest taxes in the south unless something 
is done by the present legislature to set 
the state upon its feet. 

The people, without regard to loca- 
tion or class, feel that the burdens of 
state are too heavy, and they aemand 
relief. If we cannot afford to carry on 
an ornate establishment, we can at jeast 
keep house on a more simple plan until 
times shall have so changed that we can 
afford to spend more money. We want 
to maintain a high grade of scndools and 
to do our duty bv the confederate veter- 
in order to do fhis, we must 
first have a solvent state. As long as 
we are kiting about for advances of 
money in the money centers we are not 
on a solvent footing. 

Reduce the tax rate; let us get even 
with our receipts, and then it will be 
time enough to amplify appropriations,

A Protest from New England. 

The susceptibilities of New England 
are very great where her interests are 
concerned. We find that interesting 
section in the front rank of the protec- 
tionists when her manufacturers are to 
be benefited—in the front rank with all 
the old and exploded arguments in her 
hands, reminding us of the stories of the 
Chinese warriors who 
horrible faces at tieir foes in the hope 
of frightening them out of their (oots. 
We know the main argument. By pro- 
tecting our iufant industries, we enable 
mantfacturers to pay remunerative 
wages, and in this way make a larger 


market for our agricultural products. 
As a matter of fact, however, wages

in New England, in spite of the cele- 
brated Dingley law, have dropped below 
the standard of the starvation wages of 
Europe. ‘This fact is hailed by protec- 
tionists as a great victory because it 
enables our manufacturers to sel] their 
goods in the European markets right 
under the noses of the manufacturers 
there. ‘ 

But now, when the wool growers, in 
connection with the producers of long 
staple cotton, desire to have a duty 
placed on Egyptian cotton, which threat- 
ens to run the American product out of 
the market, there is a great hue and cry 
raised in New England. The manu- 
facturers there, who use long staple cot- 
ton in making fine goods, cry out that 
it is “protection run mad.” 

“One would think,’”’ remarks The Bos- 
ton Transcript dolefully, “that the fine 
cotton goods industry of New England 
had enough to contend against in mak- 
ing a profit for those engaged in it with- 
out saddling the manufacturers with a 
duty upon the one grade of foreign raw 
material which they find essential to 
the diversifying of their product, so as 
to be in better condition to meet their 
foreign competitors.” 

But if protection is such a beautiful, 
such an enlightened means of making 
things even, why is it not just as good 
for the southern producers of long sta- 
ple cotton as it is for the manufacturers 
of New England? Very large interests 
in Florida, Georgia and South Carolina 
are engaged in the production of long 
staple cotton. The Egyptian cotton is 
of no better grade, but it can be produced 
more cheaply. ‘The laborers who make 
it are paid 9 cents a day, on which sum 
they are expected to feed themselves. 
their clothing consisting of no more 
than a cont which they tie around their 
waists. 

Now, if broteclion is such an elevating 
affair, and so important to the wage- 
earners, why not apply the principle to 
Egyptian cotton, and thus not only pro- 
tect this important American industry, 
but the republican laborers who make 
their living by cultivating the crops? 
The Boston Transcript says that such 
protection would “seriously interfere 
with the free conduct of business:’’ and 
this is a very funny argument to come 
from New England, which for nearly a 
century has been “interfering with the 
free conduct of business’ by demanding 
protection for all its products that were 
threatened with foreign competition. 

The Constitution has been in favor 
of a duty on Egyptian cotton in order 
to even the terms of competition be- 
tween the fellakeen and the southern 
negro, and to prevent the annihilation 
of a very important industry, and it has 
been criticised on that account; but sure- 
ly the attitude of New England manu- 
facturers is strangely inconsistent. 
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Taxing Values to Death. 

The art of taxing values to death 
seems to have some defenders in every 
legislature, 

During thé prevalence of business de- 
pression, when those who make the 
money are pushed to the wall in order 
to meet their obligations and to help 
out those who are dependent upon them, 
there are those who have neither pity 
for the staggering nor compassion for 
those who sce their holdings go to 
wreck. During the debate upon the 
item of the state appropriation bill deal- 
ing with public schools, there were sey- 
eral speeches made which were remark- 
able on this line. No attempt to justi- 
fy large appropriations on the ground 
of the ability to pav them was made 
because such an attempt would have 
been laughable. Only a subterfuge for 
argument was used. 

In this connection 
President Estes, of the John P. King 
Manufacturing Company, of Augusta, 
might be pondered over with good ef- 
fect. He declares that the cotton mills 
in that city pay a larger combined state, 
county and city tax than most northern 
mills, the amount being put at $28 per. 
$1,000. When it comes to the city of 
Macon these taxes amount to about $23 
per $1,000, and in Atlanta to about $25 
per $1,000. When It is recollected that 
under the decreased valuation of. prod- 
ucts money and manufactures can 
scarcely earn more than 31-2 ner cent 
clear of the fixed charges which come 
upon them, it must be seen, even by 
those who cry out for the increased 
taxation of cities as against the country, 
that we have almost killed the goose 
which laid the golden egg. If taxation 
is to be imposed to the point of contis- 
cation, what inducement can we offer 
for the establishment of manufactories, 
or the investment of capital in this 
state? If, taking property as being 
worth as high as 6 per cent interest oh 
the thousand dollars, one half of it-is to 
be confiscated outright for the gingle 
item of taxation, it can easily be seen 
that there is neither profit nor security 
in entering into business under sueh 
conditions. 

All of this argument, which would stir 
up people of the rural counties against 
the people of the commercial counties is 
demagogical in the extreme, Every in- 
terest, wihout exception, is equally nee- 
essary to the growth of a complete com- 
munity. We need farmers who are 
prosperous and satisfied with the re- 
turns they receive for their labor. We 
need merchants and manufacturers who 
are able to do the trading for our people 
with profit to themselves and advantage 
to those for whom they act. We need 
bankers and business men of every class. 
The legislation which will cripple any 
single interest will be found to be equal- 
ly destructive to all. 

This being the case, Georgians shouid 
stand together, whether fortune has 
placed them between the plow handles 
or at the commercial desk. They are

Postel Registry at a Discount. 

Several instances of disaonesty with 
reference to registered mail recently 
have caused those who patronize this 
branch of the postal service to entertain 
some doubt as to the advantages offered 
by this means of transmitting money or 
other valuables. 

When the maiter is brought down 
to its last analysis, the government does 
not provide any insurance on this «lass 
of matter. It increases its charge five 
times for the trouble and cost of regis- 
tering, and the fact that the registered 
package is stamped at each postal sta- 
tion through which it passes renders the 
detection Of a possible thief more cer- 
tain and rapid. But no protection is af- 
forded the sender or sendee. 
not collect the money from the govern- 
ment should it be abstracted from the 
letter, and the only satisfaction they 
obtain from registering a letter is that 
of knowing when and by whom it has 
been received, and being told that it 
will be given more careful attention 
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They can- | 


than ordinary maiter. The mark of 
the registry department on any package 
is information to those of dishonest mind 
that it contains valuables. A letter 
with the unpretentious 2-cent stamp on 
it attracts little or no attention, and is 
practically safe. 

The only remedy for this evi¥ is a di- 
rect assurance on the part of the gov- 
ernment to the patron, that if his money 
is stolen or misplaced, Unele Sam will 
stand good for it. It bas been argued 
against this method that it would cost 
money and involve large risks, but the 
immense profit in the registry service 
could well survive such a slight tax as 
this, and it would be more than defrayed 
by\the increase in business which a def- 
inite assurance of safety would bring 
about. 
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The Indictment of Governor Tanner. 

Those who have been waicding the sgit- 
uation closely, will be pleased to learn 
that there is a probability of Governor 
Tanner, of Illinois, being compelled to 
answer to a jury for his outrageous neg- 
‘lect and foolish braggadocio of Oetober 
last, in reference to the Pana and: Vir- 
den riots. He hag been indicted by the 
grand jury of Macoupin county for crim- 
inal omission of duty and malfeasance 
in Office. 

The bare facts in the case are these: 

The coal mines at Virden, lil, had 
been shut down all the summer and fall 
because the operatives and mine owners 
were unable to agree upon a scale of 
wages. The latter announced their in- 
tention of importing negro miners from 
Alabama to fill the vacancies caused by 
the strike, and immediately the white 
men in Virden began to prepare to repel 
any such invasion as this. Tully 1,000 
of them were collected ready for desper- 
ate-work of any character, and a child 
could have foreseen trouble. ‘The sherift 
of Macoupin county notified Governor 
Tanner of these facts, and explaining 
that the local authorities were not strong 
enough to act in the matter, asked for 
military protection. The governor calm- 
lv replied that if the owners imported 
men to work the mines, they knew they 
were doing it at the risk of bloodshed, 
and refused to take any action until the 
peace had actually been violated. On 
the 12th of Octoberatrain brought in a 
load of Alabama miners to take the place 
of the strikers, and a pitched battie, in 
which twelve were killed and twenty- 
four disabled, ensued. 

The next day the governor defended 
his action by calling the importation of 
miners “an invasion into the state,” and 
declaring that should it occur again he 
would meet the train at the siate line 
with gatling guns and cut it 'to pieces. 
This reckless speech was severely con- 
demned in nearly every paper of the 
United States, and the grand jury of 
Macoupin county, in which Virden is 
situated, and which had. therefore, suf- 
fered most from the governor’s criminal 
negligence, determined to trv the efficacy 

f the law to bring the chief executive 
to his senses. The statute under which 
he is indicted, reads as follows: 


Whenever there is in any 
county a tumult, riot. mob or body of men 
acting together by force with attempt to 
commit a felony or to offer violence to per- 
sems OF property or by or violence to 
Lreak or resist the law of the state. or 
when such tumult. riot or mob is threat- 
ered and the fact is made to appear to the 
governor, it shall be his duty to order such 
military or naval force as he may geem 
necessary to aid the civil oe in 
suppressing such violence and executing 
the law. 

The criminal code says that any pub- 
lic officer guilty of any palpable omission 
of duty. on conviction shall be fined not 
to exceed $10,000 and may be removed 
from office. 

Technicalities or inefficient prosecution 
may enable the governor of Illinois to 
escape the penalty of his shortcomings, 
but it will at least serve as a lesson to 
others of like mind with him. ‘Fo those 
who view the matter impartially, he is 
responsible for all the bloodshed at Vir- 
den, and punishment short of successful 
impeachment would be inadequate for 
his crime. We hope nothing will intimi- 
date or influence the jury which tries his 
case.

Whereupon, Mr. Bass arose, and 
that when the state sanitarium commit- 
tee had all but completed its investiga- 
tions, they were informed that other 
trustees of the asylum had been contract- 
institution for supplies, etc. 
The information came too late for them 
to be able to sift it, but he thought it 
ought to be sifted, hence the resolution. 

The committee’s report after expressing 
much satisfaction at the condition and 
conduct of the asylum, says: 

‘‘We find from evidence submitted to

from. every purchase made said trustee 
was using his relation. to said institution 
for the purpose of gain and profit, having 
made large sums of money from said con- 
tracts, whether the articles were sold 
directly by him to said institution, or 
wheter he submitted bids in the name of 
others and the purchases made nominally 
by other parties or not.

The Crutch Was Broken into Splinters 
and He and the Offending Ne- 
gro Were Arrested. 


curious fights that éver 
occurred in the city took place last nigat, 
in which a man without legs struck a 
negro over the head with a crutch until the 
queer weapon was broken into splinters. 

The man without legs is Billy Jackson, of 
Tennessee, a white man of some note, and 
the negro who was struck was “Corporal” 
Speer, who ‘has been known by the police 
for many years as a quiet, inoffensive 
darky. 

It seems that 
men were the cause whole 
and they eseaped, while silly 
the corporal were taken to the police bar- 
racks, the former ‘hobbling along on ene 
crutch and the negro wiping the blood out 
of his eyes, 

It was on Decatur street at about half- 
past 10 o'clock that the strange fight took 
place. Billy Jackson was swinging himsceif 
on two short crutches. 

Down the street came ‘‘Corporal’ Speer 
and two negro women. In some Way the 
trio ran into Jackson and toppled him “Mmto 
the street. He rolled over on his back und 
as he righted himself he had a erutch in 
one hand ready to do battle. The negroes 
stopped to see the rise and fall of the leg- 
man, and when they saw the rise 
“Corporal’ Speer felt the crutch over his 
head. And he felt it again and again be- 
fore he could get out of the way. 

Officer Sam Shepard ran up and stopped 
the fight. The legless man was infuriated 
and he was ready, so ne said, “to whip out 
he entire negro population.’ 

The women slipped off and the polic eman 
arrested the corporal, who was bleeding 
from three or four wounds on the head and 
in the face. He also arrested Jackson. 

silly Jackson said his home was in west 
Tennessee. He was once a railroad switch- 
man and lost his legs in an accident on 
the Mobile and Ohio railroad in Murfrees- 
boro, lil. 

“Those negroes ran over me and knocked 
me down said Legless Billy, ‘‘and I had 
to do something, and I used my crutch over 
the negro’s head, I may be short on anat- 
omy, but 1 can show fight when I am im- 
posed upon.”’ 

“Corporal” said he did not molest the leg- 
less man. It was believed by the police that 
the women who escaped were to blame for 
the whole affair.

“I have beén intending 
along,” said he, “and my 
not mezn that I have changed my opinion 
on the enforcement the law in the 
least. My position is well known, and I 
still stick to it. As for furnishing the in- 
formation asked for by the board cf 
health, I am willing to do that whenever 
I can. There are features the 
law I object to, however, and I shall 
ways see that my patierts are protectéd.” 

Dr. Baird was asked if he would comply 
with the law in particular now 
that he is registered, and he deelined to 
enswer, claiming he did not wish to 
tagonize anybody, make any threats. 

Since the subject has been su prominent 
in the public for the week, large 
numbers of physicians have called at the 
beard of health office and registered, 
are making their reports regularly. 

There is much speculation as to whether 
the law will be enforced. Now that coun- 
Cil has taken charge the matter, it is 
probable that the voard health will 
have nothing more tu do with it until 
solons have acted, 

Tne ordinance repealing the present law 
was introduced by Councilman Lumpkin, 
at the last session, Monday afternoon, 
was referred to the ordinance committee. 
This body will hold « meeting next week 
to formulate a report for council. It is 
probable that some of the physicians op- 
posed to the law will appear 
comMittee and ask that the repealing ordi- 
nance be favorably recommended. 

There may also be a representative pres- 
ent from the board of health to urge that 
the present law be kept in force. ‘Ihe 
luumpkin measure seeks to Wipe the stat- 
ute off the books, leaving it necessary for 
the heads of households to report contag- 
eous diseases, etc., instead of the physi- 
cians.

If a member leaves the building, he 
forfeits his right to the seat selected for 
that day. 

The speaker ef the house of commons is 
not changed by a new party coming into 
power.

He is supposed not to have a 
party but to be perfectly impartial. Usual- 
ly the speaker is thoroughly impartial. 

The members of parliament receive na 
pay for their services—not even $4 a day. 
Many members cf parliament would be glad 
to get as mucn salary paid to a 
Georgia legislator, or even the olevator boy 
in the capitol, said Mr. McCarthy. Unless 
a man has some income he eannot afford 

be a member of parliament. 

Until the last few years elections in Eng- 
land were often marked by corruption, but 
now the use of money is carefully watched 
and any improper use of it is likely to be 
discovered.
